: when USIB approved the CISR. Although the SICINT Committee has not undertaken 
| a single ceview or circulated a single revision since promulgation of the CISR, 
there does not appear to be any justification for another Committee to assume 
these functions without charter. It is suggested that NSA representatives 
take steps to: 


a. Encourage the Security Committee to coordinate ites *findings”™ 
ef this kind with the SIGINT Committee, and encourage both Committees to 
etilize the mechanism already approved by USIB. 


b. Racourage the SIGINT Committce to implement its responsibility 
to review the hasardous area lista at lesat annually (and, by implication, 
to issue more frequent changes as appropriate). 


& If, on the other hand, the SIGINT Committee wishea to abdicate ita 
assigned responsibility, then this function should be excised, by USIB, from 
the CISR and given to the Security Comittee for 4mplementation (preferably 
in some more formal vehicle than a wemorandum to members).
